In the said Resolution: 

1. In paragraph 2 — 

(1) Add the following as item No. (vii) under Advi- 
sory Functions: 

(vii) To act as the ‘Advisory Committee’ in the 
manner set out in the proviso to Statute 
30(1) (i) of the Delhi University (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1952. 

(2) Re-number the existing item (vii) as item 

(viii). , 

2. In paragraph 3 — 

(1) Substitute the following for the existing entries- 
(xv)-(xvi) : 

(xv) - (xvi) : Two representatives of the Delhi 
University. 

(2) Add the following as additional items (xix)- 
(xx) : 

(xix)-(xx): Two members of the teaching staff 
of the Delhi Polytechnic elected from amongst 
themselves by the teachers of the Delhi Uni- 
versity courses at the Polytechnic.

(3) Add the following as additional item (xxi) : 

(xxi) One member of the teaching staff of the 
Delhi Polytechnic elected from amongst them- 
selves by the teachers of the Non-University 
courses at the Polytechnic. 

3. Delete paragraph 9. 

2, The Resolution as revised up-to-date is reproduc- 
ed below: 


Resolution 

Establishment of a Governing Body of the Delhi 
Polytechnic. 

Whereas it is felt that with a view to developing 
the Delhi Polytechnic into a First Class Technological 
Institution, steps should be taken to associate with it 
more closely the interested Government Departments 
as well as local Industrial, Commercial and other in- 
terests concerned. 

Now therefore the Central Government is pleased 
to resolve that 

(1) A Governing Body of the Delhi Polytechnic 
shall be established with its headquarters at Delhi. 

(2) The Governing Body will perform advisory as 
well as governing functions, namely: 

Advisory Functions: 

(i) To advise the Central Government in regard 
to major questions of policy relating to aims, 
administration and working of the institution. 

(ii) To make proposals to the Central Government 
r6garding the institution of new courses of 
study and other developments. 
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(iii) To make recommendations to the Central 
Government regarding the creation of new 
posts and the duties and emoluments thereof. 

(iv) To examine the budget estimates prepared 
by the Principal ,uid to submit the same with 
their comments for the consideration of the 
Central Government. 

(v) To recommend tuition fees for the various 
courses, 

(vl) To recommend the number of free student- 
ships or half-free-ships. 

(vii) To act as the Advisory Committee in the 
manner set out in the proviso to Statute 
30(1) (i) of the Delhi University (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1952. 

(viii) To deal with any questions referred to them 
by the Central Government for opinion. 

Governing Functions : 

(i) To frame rules for the internal administration 
of the Institution. 

(il) To fix the dates of commencement and dura- 
tion of the session of the Institution and the 
date of commencement and the number of 
terms into which the session may be divided. 

(iii) To fix the number and nature of holidays. 

(iv) To fix qualifications for admission to the 
various courses and the number of students to 
be admitted to each course. 

(v) To frame rules regarding the award of prizes 
and medals. 

(vi) To grant certificates and diplomas of the Ins- 
titution. 

(vii) To appoint non-gazetted staff other than 
ministerial staff, with the approval of the 
Central Government in cases of grant of high- 
er initial salaries. 

(viii) To consider proposals of the Principal re- 
garding promotion of the staff to higher non- 
gazetted posts and to take decisions thereon. 

(ix) To dismiss or remove from service non- 
gazetted staff other than ministerial staff and 
to act as appellate authority in respect of 
other penalties, imposed on the staff. 

(x) To consider the draft annual report of the 
Institution and to submit the same to the 
Central Government. 

(xi) To devise and initiate measures for arrang- 
ing training and employment for passed 
students of the Delhi Polytechnic. 

(xii) To exercise such additional functions as may 
from time to time be assigned to them by the 
Central Government. 

3. The composition of the Governing Body shall be 
as follows: — 

Members: 

(i) Chairman, who will be an eminent person 
connected with industry or commerce or a 
Government Department and who will be 
nominated by the Central Government. 


(i) (a) Vice-Chairman — to be elected from among 

members. 

(ii) -(vii) Six non-official members to be nominated 
by the Central Government. 

(viii) A representative of the Delhi State Govern- 
ment. 

(ix)-(xiv) A representative of each of the Minis- 
tries of Works, Housing & Supply, Irriga- 
tion & Power, Railways, Communications, 
Finance and Education. 

(xv)-(xvi) Two representatives of the Delhi Uni- 
versity. 

(xvii) A representative of the local centre for the 
Institution of Engineers (India). 

(xviii) The Principal, Delhi Polytechnic. 

(xix)-(xx) Two members of the teaching staff of 
the Delhi Polytechnic elected from amongst 
themselves by the teachers of the Delhi 
University courses at the Polytechnic. 

(xxi) One member of the teaching staff of the 
Delhi Polytechnic elected from amongst 
themselves by the teachers of the Non-Uni- 
versity courses at the Polytechnic. 

4. The Principal, Delhi Polytechnic, will act as Sec- 
retary to the Governing Body. 

5. The term of office of the first members, except ex- 
officio members, of the Governing Body, including the 
Chairman, shall be three years, reckoned from the 
date of the first meeting of that Body, viz. the 22nd 
March, 1947; and the term of office of all such mem- 
bers of the Body constituted for its second and subse- 
quent terms shall be three years reckoned from the 
appropriate anniversary of that day. 

6. (i) It shall be the duty of the Chairman to see 
that the orders issued in this Resolution ar« faithfully 
observed and he shall have all powers necessary for 
this purpose. 

(ii) The Chairman or in his absence the Vice- 
Chairman shall have power to convene meetings of 
the Governing Body. 

(iii) In the absence of the Chairman and the Vice- 
Chairman the members present shall elect a Chairman 
from among those present for that meeting only. The 
ruling of the Chairman in regard to all questions of 
procedure shall be final. 

(iv) In any emergency which in the opinion of the 
Chairman requires immediate action, the Chairman 
may take such action as he deems necessary, but he 
shall report his action to the Governing Body at its 
next meeting. 

7. All casual vacancies among the members (other 
than ex-officio members) of the Governing Body shall 
be filled as soon as possible by the person or body 
who nominated the member whose place has been ren- 
dered vacant and the person appointed or nominated 
to a casual vacancy shall be a member of the Govern- 
ing Body for the residue of the term for which the 
person, whose place, he fills, would have been a 
member. 

8. No proceedings of the Governing Body shall be 
invalidated merely by reason of the existence of a 
vacancy or vacancies among its members.
